a team of spirited horses hitched to a 
heavy farm wagon plunged into the riveér 
at the foot of Market stseet Wednesday 
morning and were “kaved from drowning 
only by the use of a log chain and other 
horses, which dragged them back to the 
levee. 

Oscar W. Hirschberg of 3224 North Broad- 
way escaped being carried into the river 
by jumping from the wagon upon a pile 
of stone just as his horses entered the 
water. His right arm was badly lacerated 
on the stone. 

Hirschberg leaped into 
the horses 
with one rein tn a vain effort to stop them, 

The jeam belonged to Frank Truckler 
of Mitchell. lll. They were blooded aor.ses, 

years old, and valued at’ $500, Truckler 
drove to St. Louis with a load of apples 
which he sold to Hénry Kamp. a grocer at 
second and North Market streets, near the 
Wabash tracks. The horses were tied in 
front of Kamp’s store when the noise of 
a passing engine frixhtened them. 
animals plunged frantically and 
broke their chain, at the same time breauk- 
ing the bridle on one horse, They then 
backed and wheeled without upsetting the 
wagon and started east on North

Hirschberg. who is a clerk in Kamp’s 
store, suw them break loose and reached 
the wagon before the horses were well 
started. He sprang into the rear of the 
wagon and clambered to the front, secur- 
ing the reins from around the dashboard. 

As he tightened them he saw one bridie 
give way, leaving him powerless to con- 
trol one of the horses. He exerted his 
strength, however, on this one, and suc- 
ceeded in guiding the maddened pair 
through the atreet.

Association of Collegiate Women sent out a circular letter to St. 
aiuinnae of various colleges, the replies to which are inter- 
esting. 

Of 461 graduates replying 238 receive less than $75 a month 
and 165 receive from $75 to $300 and over. The range of 
teachers’ salaries is very wide, 24 receiving less than $50 a 
month, 64 receive from $50 to $75, 42 receiye from $75 to 
$100, 29 receive from $100 to $200, one $200 and one over $300. 
This seems to show a profit on the investment. Women with- 
out education seldom earn as much as $100 a month. But 
many of these reported to the association enjoy larger in- 
comes than this.
